Doubt Whether Duty on Farm 
Products Increases Price 
to Producer, 


TARIFF REVISIONS ARE 
DISCUSSED IN HOUSE 


Resolution Regrets That Duty 
on Necessaries of Life Re- 
mains Same, 


Ottawa, June 3,—In the upper house 
the debate was continued on Senator 
Power's motion relating to the high 
cost of living and which is as follows: 
“That this house regrets that the gov- 
ernment, having decided to alter the 
tariff, have made no effort to lessen 
the cost of living by removing or 
substantially reducing the duties on 
the necessaries of life.” 

Senator Edwards said he stood today 
for free trade, as he had always stood 
for it. He did not believe in taxing 
one man for the benefit of another. 
For himself, he derived no benefit from 
protection, 

Senator Murphy: “How about cem- 
ent?” Senator Edwards, “I don't de- 
rive a dollars revenue from cement. 
1 am a lumber man.” 

Senator Girroir declared that high 
prices for farm products should be 
continued, Conditions in Canada had 
been disturbed by a movement from 
the country to the cities which had re- 
duced the production of food and in- 
creased the demand for it. The move- 
ment should be followed. The benefit 
of country people should be induced 
from the cities to the country, 

Senator Smith sald there was some 
doubt whether the duty on farm pro- 
ducts increased the price which the 
farmers received for their produce, The 
home market was the greatest and the 
most valuable market and the farmer 
would be foolish to throw it away by 
taking off the duties. 

The bill amending the tariff was 
given second reading, Before it was 
read the second time, Senator Bos- 
tock regretted that the duty had been 
increased upon wire rods and said that 
this would result in an increase in the 
cost of nails. He also said that this 
was the first time for 20 years that 
the Canadian tariff had been revised 
upwards. He did not believe that the 
country would approve of this. 

The government bill extending the 
time for the payment of bounties to 
Fenian raid veterans was almost de- 
feated when Senator Murphy, con- 
servative for Prince Edward Island, 
moved the six months hoist on the 
ground that it did not include the men 
form Prince Edward Island. The 
amendment. was adopted, but before 
the six months’ hoist was declared 
carried, Senator Poirier stated that he 
had voted for {t in error. He had 
agreed to vote for an amendment to 
bring the Prince Edward Island men 
under the provisions of the bill, and 
was under the impression that the 
vote was being taken on the amend- 
ment. He was not aware that it was 
the six months’ hoist that was being 
voted on. He therefore declared that 
his name should be taken from the list 
of those who voted for the six months’ 
hoist and recorded among those who 


had voted against the six months’ 
hoist. This was done and_ the six 
months ‘hoisi was declared lost by 
29 to 28. The bill was given oa third 
reading.

shorewards after having apparently 
dropped her pilot at Father Point, and 
when the collision occurred the stem 
of the collier struck in the hole she 
had created. But the forward motion 
of the Hiner towards mid stream had 
the effeet of forcing it out. As ex- 
plained by the agent of the Storstad 
this morning, standing on the crumpl- 
ed up stem of the Storstad the collier 
struck the Empress square. The na- 
tural effect of this would be to cause 
a light boat to be carried broadside on 
in the direction the liner was going, 
But the dead -weight of the collier 
causel it to offer a great resistance 
to the water, and the weight of the] 
boats going round in line with the 
steumer, and with the stem still in the 
hole it twisted the stem almost into 
the shape of a crook to port. Then 
the two ships parted company, and 
either by the force of their own wag 
or by the streneth of the current 
drifted apart. 
Kendall Was Sober 

The agent of Storstad seen on board 
this morning said that nobody on board 
the collier had any charge to make re- 
garding the condition of Captain Ken- 
dall or any of his officers, Mrs, Ander- 
son, who is credited with a statement 
regarding the captain and whisky, did 
not see him until he was leaving the 
shipe for the fovernment steamer, and 
she denies that she meant to convey 
the impression that there was anything 
in the condition_of Captain Kendall 
that called for criticism. 

The explanation of the statement is 
that, although she has a good com- 
mand of English, she is a foreigner, and 
did not correctly express her meaning, 
which was that Captain Kendall had no 
whisky from her, or from any one else 
on board that she knew of, 

As regards the statement made by 
those on the Empress that the Stor- 
stad did not save many of the people, 
the agent reiterated his statement pre- 
viously made that the Storstad lowered 
all four of her boats although in dan- 
ger herself of sinking, and that of the 
850 who were put On board the Storstad 
only 125 people were brought by the 
Empress boats, and the remainder were 
saved by the Storstad crew in thelr 
own boats, and in the boats of the 
Empress which they manned after the 
officers and crew had left them by 
the side of the ship. 

Lindsay Makes Examination 

Captain Lindsay, the wreck commis- 
sioner, was on board the Storstad this 
morning accompanied by Mr. MecCon- 
key, government inspector of steam- 
ships from Quebec, and they made a 
thorough examination of the damage 
done to the collier, paying special at- 
tention to the twisted stem, and the 
great indentation on the port side. 
Captain Lindsay, asked if he had any- 
thing to say on the matter replied: “I 
am as dumb as an oyster at present.” 
He, however, added that the place of 
the inquiry would be decided by the 
people at Ottawa, and that both Quebec 
and Montreal were anxious to have it, 

Asked as to whether he would have 
anything to say in regard to the Stor- 
stad, Captain Lindsay repled that the 
Canadian Pacific railway would look 
after her, and see that she was not re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of the 
court, He pointed out that even {f the 
boat was taken to dry dock at Quebec, 
for repairs, it would still be within the 
jurisdiction of the court, as the whole 
of St. Lawrence was embraced by the 
court. 

The reply of the owners of the Stor- 
stad to the action by the Canadian 
Pacific railway to recover two million 
dollars for the loss of the Empress, is 
a counter claim for 50,000 damages to 
the Storstad and costs, They claim 
the Empress was at fault and allege 
negligence in her allegiations.

Amendment Rejected. 

At 5.80 p.m, Sir Wilfrid's amend- 
mont was rejected on a division by 
85 to 42, a government majority of 


45, Mr, Nickle voted with the op- 
positton and Mr. Charlton with the 


government, The amendment read as 
follows: 

“Under existing circumstances no 
assistance should be given to the C. 
N.R, company unless at the same time 
the government has power, in a rea- 
sonable time, to acquire ownership of 
the entire stock of the company at a 
price to be fixed by arbitration, but 
not to exceed $30,000,000." 

R, B. Bennett, Calgary, who was 
absent, having gone west, was paired 
with G. W. Fowler, conservative mem- 
ber for Kings, N.B. 

Farmers’ Bank Bill, 

The house then took up the second 
reading of the Farmers’ Bank bill, 
providing for a grant of $1,200,000 to 
recoup the depositors In the defunct 
banking institution, 

Hon, W. T. White, in a long speech, 
placed a large measure of the respon- 
sibility on the treasury board of the 
late government over which Hon, W. 
S. Vielding presided. He said that the 
government had decided on this legis- 
lation because it considered that it 
was morally responsible. 

A. K. MeLean, for the opposition, 
sald that there was no moral respon- 
sibility, because Sir Wm, Meredith, the 
Royal commissioner who had investi- 
gated the affairs of the bank, had re- 
ported that the failure of the bank was 
due to fraudulent management, This, 
he said, was a true and logical find- 
Ing, and the proposed legislation was 
both unpopular and without precedent. 
The real responsibility for granting 


bank charters, he sald, rested with 
parliament and not with the execu- 
tive, 


H. B. Morphy, of North Perth, who 
was the last speaker for the night, 
declared that action by the govern 
ment was jfustifed by the circum- 
stances of the failure of the bank.

I have great pleasure today in congratulating the shareholders upon a 
very notable event in the history of the Bank—the fiftieth anniversary of its 
establishment—and also upon the happy attainment of the goal of the Board's 
ambition for many years gack, namely, the placing of the Reserve Fund upon 
an equality with the pald up Capital, This consummation has been at length 
attained. The paid up Capital is now $7,000,000, and the Reserve Fund 
$7,000,000, as you will see from the statement placed before you, 

During the past year we have opened branches at the following points:—- 

In Quebec: Chateauguay Basin, Huntingdon, Maisonneuve, Montreal, St. 
Denis Street, Ormstown and Vaudreull. In Ontario: Bronte, Clarkson, Hamil- 
ton Kast End, Sarnia and St, Catharines, In Alberta: West Edmonton, Ray- 
mond and Rimbey. In Saskatchewan: Eastend, Forres, Humboldt, Kelvin- 
hurst, Limerick and Shaunavon, In British Columbia: Ganges Harbor, Oak 
Bay and Victorla North End, In Manitoba: Starbuck, and tn Noya Scotla, 
New Glasgow. 

And we have closed the following offices:—In Alberta: 
Pincher Station and Walsh, and in Ontarlo: Sandwich. 

All the branches of the Bank have been inspected during the year. 

I have now to bring wa very Important matter before you, involving a new 
departure for the better handling of our Bank Vremises Account, and for the 
rendering available of a substantial proportion of the sum represented, To 
that end, we are arranging for the establishment of a Holding Company, 
entirely owned and controlled by the Bank, our premises at various points 
to be made over to the Company at the appraised valuation of the property, 
the Company handing back to the Bank fifty to sixty per cent, of the value 
of such properties in first mortgage bonds, the proceeds of the sale of which 
will be availed of in the Bank's business as the Board may direct, the aimnount 
over and above the bonds to bo represented by stock In the Company in the 
Bank's name and held on the books at a nominal value, The rentals charged 
the offices will pay the interest on the bonds and in addition provide a Sink- 
{Ing Fund for their redemption tn fifteen or twenty years, as the Board may 
later decide, The Bank will, {ndue course, again own {ts premises, unencum- 
bered, through ownership of the common stock of the Company, all of which 
it will be the holder of. This arrangement {s substantially in accordance with 
the policy being followed by some of the other large banks in Canada, An 
appraisal of our properties is at present belng undertaken, with a view to out 
carrying out the plan at an early date. 

The Board will today ask the shareholders to appoint Auditors for the 
coming year, In accordance with the Benk Act. 

The requirements under the new Bank Act, covering the preparation of 
the Annual Statement, together with the growth of the Bank, make it 
desirable that more time be given for this work. We find It therefore, 
necessary that the date of the Annual Meeting be put forward somewhat, 
The third Wednesday in May, following so nearly the close of books on 30th 
April, does not allow sufficient time, The Board ask you to sanction a 
change of dato to the first Wednesday {In June, which will meet requirements.

There were many other factors at work making for relief, 
Meanwhile, we have moved {Into calm€r waters, and while money 1!s not yet 
easy In Canada, 1 believe we are on the highroad to better times and a 
renewal abroad of confidence in us, which will, I firmly think, be given us 
before many years are over, in larger measure, The position in Canada 
today appears to me to be full of promise, Last summer I travelled 
throughout the Northwest and Britlhsh Columbia, visiting nearly all our 
branches, and IT should have been sceptical Indeed {if I did not see much to 
fill me with hope, bordering on conviction that the country had a very great 
future. You have had this assurance before, but the Impression strongly 
prevails with me that Western Canada Is more than likely to be Greater 
Canada in the years to come. for the opportunity is there, and the steps 


of the younger generation of many countries will surely be directed 
thither, where certain success is awaiting them. 
You do not want voluminous statistics from blue books read to you, 


a grand one, particularly for the industrious 
and frugal, Your business is prosperous. The heart of the country 1s sound 
to the very core, throughout its length and breadth extravagance and 
Waste may yet need their lessons that spending {fs not Hving but only the 
sure forerunner of evil days, I do not desire to moralize or preach, but 
sanity in expenditure In public and private life is the only sure and certain 


to prove that this country Js 


road to permanent success, and I believe errors in the past will be re- 
trieved, for few remain that are not convinced that the pace that kills 
must be permanently abandoned before the brighter era dawns Those 
brighter days, I belleve, are even now knocking at our door, It will bo

Railway and Shipping News. 


[In THE PARLOR CAR _

Tine United States Bureau of Rail- 
way Statistics shows that last year 
there were 1,814,047 persons employed 
on 438 railways in the United States. 
In 1918 there were also 69,162 persons 
employed in the so-called, “out-side 
operations” of the railways, bringing 
the total employed by 483 companies 
up to 1,878,061. From these corrobora- 
tive figures it appears that there were 
over 1,910,000 persons directly in the 
employ of the railways of the United 
States last year, 

Turning to the compensation of this 
great industrial army, the pay-roll 
of the companies, reporting to this 
bureau amounted to $1,373,420,654; or, 
including outside operations, $1,401,- 
211,961. This makes it safe to estimate 
the compensation of all railway em- 
ployees in the United States at fully 
$1,489,000,000, 

This pay-roll absorbs over 44 per 
cent. of railway revenues and consti- 
tules more than 68 per cent. of their 
operating expenses, Successive 
awards of arbitrators have demonstrat. 
ed the importance of railway man- 
agers to keep the Jabor unit) within 
reasonable economic bounds. 

The average daily compensation 
paid per man rose from $2.44 in 1912 
to $249 in 1913, the latter figure 
showing an advance of 20 per cenr. 
over 1905, when the bureau began 
compiling the information. This 20 
per cent. increase in the wage rate 
means that in 1918 the railways paid 
$225,000,000 more for labor than would 
have been paid for the same number 
of days worked under the 1905 seale. 

The aggregate number of days 
worked by the employees of the 433 
companies reporting in 1918 was 6561,- 


508,732,152 in 1912, when the average 
per man was 801 days These aver- 
ages are not strictly accurate, because 
the number of employees is not an 
average for the year 


One of the few remaining matters 
with which ft Is expected the federal 
government will deal this session, is 
that of the G. T, I. bond guarantee 
to complete the mountain section, 
Negotiations have been going on for 
some time between 1.

Now that the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way has chartered for the season the 
Allan liner Virginian, to take the place 
of the wrecked Empress of Ireland on 
the Montreal-Quebee-St, Joln-Liver- 
pool run the statement Is again re- 
iterated that the C.P.R, has bought or 
is buying, the Allan flect, this rumor 
has been repeated many times during 
the past few years, The C, P, R. and 
the Allan people have always admitted 
a friendly agreement for the inter- 
change of traffic, but have strenuously 
denied all thought ef absorption § or 
buylIng or selling The president of 
the C. ¥, R. has denfed that the com- 
pany has the intention to buy the Al- 
lan boats; and will not say anything 
on the subject. The arrival of Bos- 
worth, head of the C. P, R. steam- 
ship service, in England, lends color 
to the rumor, which, however, is not 
substantiated. Certainly, the inter- 
change of traffic has been going on 
for some time past; and this. has in- 
creased, leading, as the C. P. R. says, 
to mutual benefit; but the idea of a 
merger or sale is laughed at.
